THE RUSSIAN PRONTIER. 


How It ts Kep?. 


The Russian garrisons on the Praasian 
frontier have been in the recent years con- 
siderably strenzthened. Until three or 
four vears ago the so-called’cordon consist- 
ed of compiracively few menonly. Service 
on the frontier is very monotonous, and the 
men selected for this work are generally 
young recruits trom the Eastern and central 
provinces of the Empire. 

On the Ist and 15th of every month the 
frontier guards receive their hard-earned 
and scanty pay, and on the 2nd and 16th 
of the seme month it 1s regularly expended 
in drink to the very last kopeck. 
| Then a bad time sets in fo> them, and 
| they frequently take to stealing from the 
Prussian farm-houses across the border line.

Schemes Enconrazai ny tha Saccss: of 


the Manchester Ship Oanal- 


Ilundreds of Willions Wanted for Enter 
prises to Expedite Transatiantic Travel 
—& General Bevival of Visionary 
Plans ana Abavdoned Hopes. 

The successful campletion of the Man- 
chester Ship Canal has led to the revival of 
a large number of gigantic enterprises and 
has also brought to the front several gentle- 
men who have mentally constructed canals 
or bridges of an equally gigantic character, 
When the Manchester Noip Cana! bill was 
being discussed in Parhament the scheme 
was boldly denounced as at least as Vision- 
ary as the South Sea bubble, and it was 
predicted that if the work were commenced 
upon it, it would speedily be abandoned. 
| Hence, existing interests would suffer with- 
out any result being achieved, These pre- 


both as debaters and engineers, and the 
success of the enterprise in face of go many 
declarations impossibility, has beer 
quite encouraging to the promoters of other 
apparently impracticable projects. 
| One of the propositions revived by the 
| completion of the Manchester Canal 1s the 
scheme to shorten the distance between 
Liverpool and Canada by running a canal 
across Ireland. From time to time during 
he last ten years when there has been exe 
}ceptional suttering in Ireland, this propost- 
| tion has been talked about, and calculations 
| have been made as to the immense sums in 
| wages which would be distributed during 
‘the conatruction of the canal. The same 
argument is used row, and it is also claimed 
that manufacturing interests would be 
boomed and that large wage-paying concerns 
would naturally locate on the banks of the 
eanal, The engineering ditiicaities to be 
overcome are net insurmountable ; indeed, 
in some respects, they are less appailing

} Ireland to pay the cost of even obtaining 
jthe necessary legislation. The idea has 
always been that the Government should 
appropriate money to aid in the work and 
it has also been suygested that the large 
| steamship companies would be willing to 
subscribe to stock or bonds to use in com- 
| pleting a work which would be a direct 
benefit to themselves. 
A FRENCH IDEA. 

Another proposition for expediting trans 
portation between this country and Europe 
wae first sugvested ten or twelve years ago 
and has now been revived bya French 
company. It consists of a suggestion that 
light ships should be placed ina straight 
line from Ireland to Newfoundland at about 
200 miles distance from each The 
ships would be anchored so as to give them 
ample play ina storm without shifting 
their positions materially, and they would 
be connected by electric cables strung from 
continent to continent. The proposition is 
advocated in ap elaborate prospectus full of 
details and calculations, and it ia suggested 
ithat ocean travel would be made so easy 
jand safe that 8 Bg would cross the 
| Atlantic with as little thought ag they now 
take a railroad journey, Figures are quot- 
ed to show the protits that could be deriv- 
ed from charges made to steamers along the 
proposed route, and it t4 also pointed out 
what a convenience it would be, especially 
jin the way of mail and telegraph facilities. 
The French scheme seems to be visionary 
inthe extreme, but the promoters have 
been to some expense in bringing their ilea 
before the public, and they evidently mean 
to test public opinion on the subject.
